THE FAILURE AT OTTAWA.

If that was the posi- 
tion in England, it was bound to be worse 
here. “TÍ do not deny,” he continued, 
‘“‘ that tariffs are an extra hardship, but 
do not believe that you would. have been 
relteved of all these hardships if the tariffs 
had not been put on.” 

This election, he said, had been called 
mainly in order that British statesmen 
should realise that they could not succeed 
by the pressure they were bringing to bear 
on the Irish people. Those who wanted 
the economic war to stop and to be relieved 
of their hardships, and those who 
threatened to overthrow the present 
Government and put another in its place, 
were not going the best way to relieve 
those hardships.

BRITISH BUDGET OF 
1933. 


In an editorial article The Times to-day 
states :—The Prime Minister and some of 
his principal colleagues have been hard at 
work together during the last few days. 
There is to be a full meeting of the 
Cabinet to-morrow, and by the end of 
the present week most Ministers will have 
resumed their departmental duties. Then 
the stage will be set for the Government 
to take decisions npon vital matters of 
policy for 19335. Of all these matters, per- 
haps the most important and compre- 
hensive is the general character of the 
forthcoming Budget, the construction of 
which is certainly destined to set the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer a momentous 
problem. The one unchallengeable factor 
in our situation—g factor, recently ad- 
mitted by so prominent a Socialist as 
Mr. Thomas Johnston—is that the nation 
is heavily over-taxed. This factor is evi- 
dent in the yield of taxes ; in the accounts 
of businesses; in the growing difficulties 
of individual taxpayers, and last, but by 
no means least, in the volume of unem- 
ployment, which is the problem that over- 
shadows all others. 

After remarking that the unforeseen 
charges falling on the Budget will amount 
to over £50,000,000, The Times proceeds : 


So far the revenue returns show little 


sign that the yield of taxes wil! 
be buoyant enough to offset any 
considerable part of this sum. There are 


two and a-half normally fruitful months 
still to run before the financial year 
closes, but it would be foolish to expect 
any special effort by taxpayers, such as 
occurred last year, if only for the reason 
that such efforts can be made only once. 
The one favourable. point which can he 
confidently anticipated is some additional 
saving on the cost of Treasury Bills, and 
it is, therefore, no use disguising the 
probability that the year will close with a 
deficit, which will be a real deficit in the 
sense that it will exceed in amount the 
rovision made in the estimates for the 
inking Funds. 

This prospect makes it imperative that 
the Government should strain every nerve 
to prevent the grim Budget of 1032-33 
from having a grim successor in 1933-34.

Hoover in a special message which he 


addressed to Congress to-day, appealing to 
it to increase revenues by passing the pro- 
posed sales tuxes. 

The President added a warning against 
continuing expenditure at the present rate. 

Mr. Hoover indicated that it would ‘be 
advisable soon to refund the outstanding 
high interest Liberty War Bonds, about 
6,000,000,000 dollars worth, and to convert 
part of the Government’s large short-term 
debt into a long-term debt. 

For this purpose a balanced Budget was 
most desirable. 

A bill having as its object the re- 
monetisation of silver was introduced to- 
day in the House of Representatives by 
Mr. Steagall, chairman of the Banking 
Committee. 

The bill would direct the Secretary of 
the Treasury to purchase 250 million 
dollars worth of silver bullion in the open 
market at current prices, and thereafter 
every month one-twelfth of the estimated 
annual production of silver bullion in the 
United States, Alaska, and the Philippine 
Islands. 

Payment for these purchases. would be 
made in the form of silver certificates, 
which would be declared legal tender.

SURPRISING DEVELOPMENT 


‘There was a surprising development yester- 
day, just prior to the closing at Glasgow of 
the inquiry into the explosion in Cardowan 
Pit, in which eleven men lost their lives. | 

During the day Sir Henry Walker, Chief 
Inspector of Mines, who conducted the 
inquiry, said that it was agreed that shots 
fired the gas, and that they were trying to 
find out how it spread. Just before closing 
the inquiry he said that a very important point 
had arisen. Multiple firing had been 
mentioned, and, accordingly, he would like to 
know if anyone wanted to ask Mr. Stoker, 
Senior Inspector of Mines for ‘the West of 
Scotland, any questions on that point. — 

Mr. Stoker said that while investigating an 
accident at the colliery in May, 1951, he 
found that more than one shot had been 
fired in the brushing. He had pointed out to 
Mr. Williamson, the Manager, that multiple 
shot-firing was in direct contravention of the 
explosives and coal mines order, 

“I left the colliery,’ said Mr. Stokes, 
“under the impression that Mr. Willamson 
was going to stop that, and that it would not 
happen in future.” He had no idea that it
